The United States, according to the latest figures obtainable, 
last year spent one billion dollays for road construction. The phen- 
omenal growth of traffic in the last few years has made road im- 
provement. very necessary on a most extensive scale. Highways 
nearly long enough to circle the earth are scheduled for construction 
by state highways departments in 1925, a total of a little over 
24,000 miles being planned, while maintenance of 217,794 miles of 
road is scheduled. The average cost of federal aid roads is about | 
$16,900 pr mile. This is for water-bound Macadam. Bituminous 
Macadam, concrete, Portland cement. and brick roads vary in cost 


from $17,500 to $44,700 per mile.
